Eleven Bell county dairy farmers 
sold $10,640 worth of milk from 113 
cows last year. One man with 21 cows 
ranging on a 42 acre pasture received 
$4,332 for milk. His labor and feed 
bills totaled $2,782. 

Tobacco improvement work in Bal¬ 
lard county in 1938 included the pur¬ 
chase of No. 5 and No. 16 seed by 
about 100 farmers; the selection of 
good ground and the use of correct 
fertilizers; and finally better curing 
methods, including use of heat.

Honey in Baking 
Bakeries make much of the fact 
that they use honey in baking. They 
do this to keep their products from 
drying out too rapidly. The same 
principle works equally well in cakes 
and other products baked in the 
home, says Miss Florence Imlay of 
the home demonstration section of 
the Kentucky college of agriculture. 

Honey takes up moisture rapidly 
and holds it, so fruit cakes, steamed 
puddings, cookies, and candies made 
with it stay moist a long time. But 
confections and frostings made with 
honey will remain undesirably soft 
and sticky and take up more moisture 
if the air is humid. 

One can substitute honey for sugar 
in a cake recipe, but because of the 
moisture in the honey less liquid is 
needed. The amount that the liquid 
must be reduced depends on the kind 
of honey—medium, thick, or thin— 
and on the proportion of honey sub¬ 
stituted for sugar. 

When medium thick honey is sub¬ 
stituted for half the sugar in a cake

Warm Water for Layers 

Increases Production 

In feeding laying hens, we usual¬ 
ly think of the feed as the most im¬ 
portant part of the ration. However, 
numerous experiments as well as 
practical observations of poultry- 
men have demonstrated that when 
water is withheld for any period 
of time from a flock of birds in 
heavy production, there is an imme¬ 
diate and very marked decrease in 
egg production and oftentimes an 
entire loss of production in a very 
few days, says J. S. Carver, head of 
the poultry department, Washing¬ 
ton State college. 

Water plays a highly important 
part in the digestion and metabo¬ 
lism of fowl. It comprises over 55 
to 75 per cent of the body and more 
than 65 per cent of the whole egg. 
It serves to soften feed in the crop. 
It plays an important part in diges¬ 
tion. 

It is important in blood. It cools 
the body by evaporation through 
air sacks, lungs, and skin, and helps 
to equalize the temperature of va¬ 
rious parts of the body. 

While all feedstuffs, such as mash 
and scratch grain and green feeds, 
contain a certain percentage of 
moisture, the amount from all these 
combined sources furnish but a very 
small percentage of the large re¬ 
quirements for hens in heavy egg

It is the gospel proclaimed by 
the voice, whether soothing or not, 
that does the “saving business.” “A 
voice in a wilderness” giving the 
gospel of the Son of God is far better 
than the voice of an orator in a 
million dollar cathedral giving some 


of 25 to 45 pounds yield comparative¬ 
ly small cuts, all of which are tender.

Altho a slaughtered lamb should 
have a fair covering of fat over the 
legs, shoulders, and back, a high de¬ 
gree of finish is not essential for a 
lamb that is to be dressed for home 
use. The meat of ewes over 12 months 
of age and wethers over 18 months is 
called mutton. It is usually less tender 
than the meat from young lambs but 
is entirely suitable for family use and 
many prefer its more mature flavor. 

Contrary to common opinion, tRe 
fell or thin paperlike membrane cov¬ 
ering the lamb carcass does not affect 
the flavor. It serves the useful pur¬ 
pose of preventing the meat from dry¬ 
ing out during storage and when it is 
being roasted.
